Ing at an alarming rate. Last summer 
only about 400 square miles near Bos- 
ton were affected. 
There are now 1,- 


400 square miles which are Infested 
with tho new pest. 
IE it continues to 
spread at this rate, in a few years it 
wilt reach the great corn growing re- 
gions of the middle west, anti when. It 


? does that, every American is likely to 


feel tho malign power of this bug in 
the form of a corn famine. 
Perhaps the greatest difficulty about 


fighting an insect pest in this country 
is that a small inconspicuous bug does 
not lend himself to advertising.

has no hold upon the popular imagin- 
ation.

The loss is often more than 
sixty, percent and may be almost to- 
tal. ' A million borers have been esti- 
mated to inhabit an acre of corn. 
The borer spends the winter In the 
corn stalk, and toward 
spring:

himself up in a -cocoon 
of

manufacture. 
After a brief sleep he 


(or she) hatches out as a moth and 
starts the proceta all over again. 
The 
moth lives only a month at most, but 
in that time it finds a mate and the 
pair produce from 300 to 1200 eggs. 
Motlta Spread Pest. 
It is the moths that cause the spread 


of the pest. When they first hatch 
out, they get up In the air and fly. Of- 
ten wind helps them along-. The fact 
that an infected area of 
400 square 


miles was more than tripled as the re- 
sult of two hatching's 
of moths 
will 


g-ive you an idea of how far theso crea- 
tures can travel. It 
would not take 
many generations for them to cross the 
continent, populating it as they went. 


The weak spot ir. the 
corn borers 


way of life is his habit of spending the 
winter in a dry corn stalk. By burn- 
ing all tho corn stalks in an infected 
area, and also all the other stalks of 
plants In which the borer hibernates, 
he could theoretically 
bo 
extermin- 
ated In a single season. Theoretically, 
but not practically! Last .year 
the 
state of Massachusetts spent $75,000 
and the state of New York spent JSO,- 
000 burning up infected 
stubble and 


fodder and weeds. 
They had quite a 


little armiy of.'men in the field, and di- 
rected by scientists from the Bureau 
of Entomology here. In spite o£ these 
efforts, as before mentioned, the bor- 
er managed to extend his range over 
300 percent. 
The Burea.u of Entomology- is now 
asking congress to appropriate half a 
million dollars for a grand assault on 
tho infected areas in New York 
and 


New England next year. W. R. •Wal- 
ton, who is In charge of the work, says 
that the amount Is really too small. It 
would pay to spend five millions if the 
ravages of the borer could be checked, 
for tho damage he Is doing will quick- 
ly reach a much larger 
figure 
than 
that. But with tho half million an ex- 
periment can be tried on a fairly larg-e 
scale and perhaps a method of com- 
bating the pest can be worked out. The 
scientists will hire thousands 
of 
la- 


borers this fall, if they get the appro- 
priation, and will make a special effort 
to burn up infected material along the 
edge of the Infected area. What is too 
wet to burn will be steamed. 
At the 
same time some work will be done all 
through the infected area. 
Dont" Believe They Can Do It. 
Tho scientists say frankly that they 


do not believe the borer can, be ex- 
terminated. 
Man can exterminate a'.- 


most any other animal, and has exter- 
minated a good many of them, but he 
has never exterminated an Insect pest. 
All tho insect pests we ever had, or im- 
ported, are still with us. But after a 
certain length of time, a sort of truce 
is reached between man and any par- 
ticular bug. Natural enemies develop 
to reduce 
its abundance. 
Scientists 


learn how to combat It, and teach the 
farmers how. Thus farmers 
in 
the 
southwest have practically 
outwitted 


the 'alfalfa weevil by changing 
their 


methods of planting and irrigating. 


The greatest-danger from any im- 


ported pest is always in the first few 
years after it arrives. Like the human 
Immigrants, it seems to flnd the land 
of the -free a remarkably, stimulating 
place. Like 'them, it tends to become 
more prolific. 
And most Important of 


all it has loft all of its natural enemies 
behind, and it takes a while for new 
ones to "develop. 
Hence the next few years 
are the 


crucial years in the career of the corn 
borer. If Its spread 
can be checked, 


or at least slowed down, tho pest may 
ho gotten completely under control be- 
fore it reaches the,.corn belt. 
But If 


it continues to advance at Its present 
rate of speed we face lean years. .

Strikes and exports are spoken of 


editorially as follows in the New 
2Tork Times:
